kingdom, he is informed, that SDerofbenko + Gencral of the Coffaks had revolt- 
cd, and with a large body of men, was laying wafte the borders of the Oth- 
man Empire, and that his party daily increafed. There appeared no great diffi- 
culty to extinguifh this flame, while things were quiet in Poland, when ficth 
advice is brought, that the Poles began to repent of the peace, and animated by 
the promifes of the Emperor of Germany and the Pope, were preparing again for 
war. This report was not long after confirmed by Letters from the High Cham 
ccllor of the kingdom to the Vizir Kioprili Ahmed Pafba, in which he figni- 
fied, that the States of Poland confidered as null and invalid the conditions of 
peace, to which thc King had fubmitted without their confent, and would ra- 
ther fuffer death, than the infamy of being {gid to pay a farthing by way of + i- 


bute. i 


III. The Emperor hearing this, faw himfíclf deccived by the Poles, aid exe 
ç tremely regretted, that he had {uffered himíclf to be prevailed upon by an un- 


Polandwih fcafonable regard to the Koran (1) and the promife of tribute (2), to abandon 


the war, and order his forces to return, fincc they would have undergone lels 
hardfhip in their winter-quarters in Podolia and Moldavia, than in their march 


homc. 


However being actuated by a fpirit of rcíentment morc than fear, hc 


determines to take a fevere and memorable revenge for the injury offered him. 
The Vizir anfwers the letters of the States of Poland with terrible threats, re- 
proaches them for their perfidioufnefs, in refufing to obferve the conditions. of 
peace, by which the Emperor had been fo gracious to fave them from immediate 
deftruction, and for daring to declare it to the molt powerful Monarch, and by 
that means incur his indignation, He added, it was in vain for them to pretend 
the diflent of the kingdom, fince what had been done by the King and the 
Senators of the firft rank, muft neceflarily be agreed to by the ret. Lafily, he 
advifed them immediately to perform what they had promifed, and to divert the 
Empcror's refentments from themfelves by a fpecdy and juft fübmiflion; which 
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(1) to the Koran] The Reader will not 
perhaps wonder, that a regard to the Ko- 
zan fhould be affigned among the caufes of 
making the peace of Buchach*, when he 
is informed that the Turk; are excited to a 
perpetual enmity with the Chrif/tans, by 
no other ground of their Superftition fo 
much as by that mafs of Blafphemy. But 
though they are commanded by the pre- 
cepts of the Koran to make war upon the 
Chrifnaus, even wher there is no other 
caufe for it but the propagation of Mabo- 
metijm, yet that law determines the manner 
in which peace may and ought to be made. 
For firft it permits to make a truce, if the 
enemy be ttronger than the Mufulmans, 
that thefe may have time to augment their 
foices, and to heal their wounds, if they 
have received any. And it commands, that 
a firm and lafting peace be made, when the 
enemy embraces Mabometifm, the enlarge- 
ment whereof is the fole end of a juft war, 

x promiles to pay an annual tribute. For 
in fuch a cafe, he cannot be compelled fur- 
ther to Afabometifm, nor be hurt any way 
unlefs he revolts. And if any one commits 
hoftilities upon fuch a tributary, he fhall 


be punifhed as feverely as if he had attack 
ed a Mufulman's houfe or lands. For the

£102, &c. Such a man's fubftance and riches, 
are as our fubftance, his foul as our foul, 
his eye as our eye, Ge. 

(2) promife of tribute) I juft!y affign as 
another caufe of the conclufion of the firft 
Polifb war, the promife made by the King 
of Poland of paying tribute. For the 
Turks aim at nothing more, than to hive 
an enemy bound to pay them a fmall Ium 
of money, which they may eafily call a 
tribute. That once obtained, they do not 
want contrivances to increale that fum dar- 
ly, and reduce it to a real tribute; and fo 
make countries, that intended only to put 
themíelves under their Protection, entirely 
fubject to their dominion.  Inftances of 
fuch frauds, are: not only the Cbrijhian 
Princes of Moldavia and Walachia; but 
alfo the Chan of Criz-Tartary, whois him- 
felf a Mabometan, and of the fame religion, 
whole anceftors enjoyed much larger privi- 
leges when they fubmitted to the Turks, 
than their Defcendants do at prelent.

id they refus'd to do, he threatens them with a war more fierce than the former, 
‘and with the total deítru&ion of their kingdom. 

IV. But when thefe remonftrances had no effect upon the Poles, the Empe- 
ror orders all the forces poflible to be raifed in the Empire, and an Army not 
inferior to the former, meet at Adrianople early in the fpring All things being 
pod in the month Rebiul achyr of the year 1084, he marches out of the City 
with great pomp, againft thc Poles, flattering himfelf with the hopes of being 
able by one ‘effort to fubdue them, weakened as they were by the laft year's ill 
fugcefs, and to annex Poland, now deftitute of defence, to his Empire. But the 
Poles had turned even their misfortune to their advantage, and compofed their 
\ioMyeftick diffentions, which had opened the way to the Turkifh vi&orics the 
forgkoing year; they affemble all their forces; and bgfore the Emperor could 
reac them with his army, país the Zyras at Chotin usider the conduct of Johna 
Sob:gskt; thinking it more advifcable to invade their encmics, than to drive them 
from\their own walls. 

VÀ A few days after, the Emperor likewife advances with his army, and finds 
the Plate, where he defigned to pals over, feiz'd by the enemy. He is lurprizcd 
at the boldnefs of a people lately vanquifhed, and imagining that they, led by 
their cvil genius to de(iru&ion, had fhut themfelves up between the Tyras and 
Danube, remiuds his own army of their former victories, and the glory of the 
Othman namc, and commands them bravely to attack the cnemy. The Poles 
relolving to wipe out the difgrace they had incurred the laft ycar, draw up their 
troops, animated by the {peeches and example of their General.

(3) Petreczeicus ) A Moldavian by birth, 
and of a noble, though not famous, fami- 
ly, in that province. He was raifed to the 
higheft honours by Zuffratius Dabiza Prince 
of Mo'davia; fix months after whofe death, 
Ducas being depofed, he obtained the prin- 
cipality. At Chotin he revolted from the 
Turks to the Poles, as has been mentioned 
in this Hiftory, which was the caufe of the 
defeat of the Turks. After the victory, 
vor being able with the affiftance of the 

oles to preferve his principality, he retired 
with them into Poland, where he continued 
ull his death, which happened in 1684.

After the battle, he retired through Poland 
to the Emperor of Germany, by whom he 
was created Prince of the Empire; but 
not receiving there fo handfome an allow- 
ance as the Emperor’s Minifters had made 
him expect, he refolved to return to Con- 
ftantinople. To that end he writes a letter 
to his old friend Panagiotes Nicufius, a per- 
fon then in very great credit at the Osbman 
Port, wherein he gives an account of his 
ill fate, and entreats him to obtain his par- 
don from the Sultan. Panagiotes writes him 
an anfwer, and affures him, he could eafily 
have him reftored to the Sultan's favour, if 
he would but come himfelf and implore his 
clemency. Upon the receipt of this letter,

(6) Serden Giechdi* ] This name, as to 
its Etymology, fignifies, *one chat does nat 
value his head, or that has devoted his life 
and head to the Sultan's fervice. This 
kind of militia is not perpetual, but is raif- 
ed, and disbanded, at che Sultan’s pleafure. 
For when there is any great expedition in 
hand, or a fortified place to be befieged, 
the Sultan orders fo many thoufand of Serden 
Giecbdi* to be raifed, with the pay of a- 
bout ten Afpers a day. When this order is 
notified, as many of the Janizaries as pre- 
fer a zeal fdr religion to their life, are lift- 
ed among the Serden Giecbd*, till che num- 
ber appointed by the Sultan is made up. 
And thus if a new Janizary, whofe pay is 
about three Afpers a day, lifts him m a- 
mong the Serden Giecbdi*, he will receive 
afcerwards thirteen Afpers as long as he 
lives. Their bufinefs is, to be che firft 
either in attacking an enemy's camp, or 
fcaling the walls of a town, without com- 
plaining of the danger and difficulty of the 
place, or thinking any thing too hard. 
Their affaults are certainly very fierce, be- 
caufe they run into the fire, and againff 
thé enemy's fwerds, not like meu, but like 
wild beafts void of underftanding, and do 
not defit from their attacks, till they are 
either recalled or killed. For this reafon, 
when the expedition is over, very few, out 
of the whole number, come fafe home; 
but futh as efeape return to the Ode or 
Chamber, out of which they had been cho- 
fen, and cannot be compelled to ferve in 
the fame manner a fecond time. But if 
they chwfe to be Serden Giecbdi* another 
year, they have an addition to their chir- 
teen Afpers a day of ten more, which they 
enjoy all their ltves. If fuch a serden Gi- 
echdi” is either grievouüy wounded, or lofes 
a hand or irg in battle, fo as to be difabled 
trom going to war, he has an allowance 
of ten Afpers a day, and fometimes more 
pr lefs according to the Sultan’s pleafure,

wounded perfons, but alfo the veteran fa- 
nizaries, who have ferved twenty or thitty 
years,. and are unfit ahy longer to bear 
arms, have leave to returg home as the O- 
tarak, and are gratified with the fame al- 
Jowance.

(12) treafure] Whenever the Sultans 
folemnife the circumcifion of their fons, 
they difpatch orders to all the Zizirs, Ba- 
Joas, Begs, Sanjaks, Wewodes, and others 
that have any othce within their dominions, 
and even to their courtiers, to fend them 
large prefents. From this no one can be 
exculed ; and even thofe that are appointed 
to guard the borders of the Empire, tho' 
they cannot come themfelves to the folem- 
nity, are forced to fend prefents by their 
fervants. If the port isat peace with the 
Emperor of Germany, and the King of 
Perfia, the ambaffadors of thofe courts are 
alfo invited, and they cannot appear with- 
out large prefents.

But in 1087, as if the deftinies demanded a debt due 
to them, torrents of human blood are fhed with greater profufion. The King of 
Poland, difcovering the true reafon of the ina&ivity of the Turks,-refolves to 
turn thcir negligence to his advantage.

Sultan 
Mahomet, who charmed with the pleafures and diverfions of the préceding year, 
had laid afide all thoughtsof war, and refigned himfelf wholly to luxury and Mint- 
ing; upon the death of Shima Ibrahim Pafha, Sends Shaitan Ibrahim Pa- 
fba (13), invelted with tite dignity of Semesker (14), with an army againf. thc 
Poles, who at his coming offer hie battle. But he, as he was a man of ‘great 
policy, and well skilled in military affairs, at firt amufes the King with pres znces 
of peace, renders the enemy morc negligent, and then after breaking ox the’ 
treaty upon fome flight caufe, circumvents the Polfh army by a thoufand arti- 
fices, and renders all their efforts ineffe&ual, and at laft on a fwfden invelfs the 
King fo clofely in his camp, that he could neither fend a meffenger into his 
kingdom, nor receive any from thence. 

XIX. The King with his whole army would undoubtedly have perifhty, 
fincc he laboured under an extreme want of provifion, if divine providence

After 
he had defeated the Poles at Zorauna, and 
made a peace with thern, he was at his re- 
turn to Conftantinople, named Melek, i. e.

him, after the defeat of the Turks at Vienna, 
Serajkier (or General) againft the Germans, 
in which command, he put in great danger 
the German army, that was then befieging 
Vivarium, but having been defeated at Stri- 
gonium, and being accufed of careleísnefs 
and bribery, he was put to death.

accordinga,the antient and ufual cuftom. On the other hand the Chan (16) ot 
Crinf Tartary, perceiving he loft more than hc gained by this war, did not 
Teale to perfwade the Seraskier to peace, reprefenting that the conditions, which 
sould nowWbe offered by the King of Poland, were not to be flighted, for he 
dig not doubt, the Poles, to refcue themfclves from imminent danger, would 
confent to whatever fhould be demanded, but it was to be feared, if they were 
Jošgcr preffed, defpair would inflame their courage, and caufe them to make an 
‘Trritgtion, by which if they did not entirely defeat the Othman army, they would 
at [daft revenge their own deaths with the flaughter of thoufands of their cne- 
mies] he added, that the winter was pow approaching fand the Othman toldiers, 
uftomed to that fcafon, would a ee ory to the enemy. Shaz- 
tan Xérabim Pafba being moved by thefe and other remonftrances, approves 
vice, and demands of the King of Poland fevcral nobles to be fent as hofta- 
vcs to*his camp. The King fends to the Seraskier fix under the title of am- 
ba Ts, andwweccives the fame number from the Turks. Immediately the 
report of peace was fpread through both camps; upon which the Turkifh 
Soldiers imagining, thére was nothing to tear, and being pleafed with fccing at 
deft an cnd of their labours, grow remifs, and carclefsly guard the pafles.

hilow (17), eafily puts them to flight. An account of this misfortune is imme- 
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diately brought to Lérahim Pafba, who wasthen at dinner talking with the wee" 


Struck with the news, he feverely reproaches the ambaffadors for their 
and breach of the law of nations, and immediately fends his cavalry 
to the afkftance of the Tartars. Thefe troops, on the 19th of Rejeb in 1087, 
fiud the Poles under Zorauna, and full of refentment and revenge rufh upon 
them The battle was Jong doubtful, with great flaughter on both fides; and 
'c lafted (till longer, if night had not put a ftop to their ardour. For 
ing coming on, when the Turks perceive nothing could be done on ac- 
count of the darknc's, they retire to their camp, which is readily permitted 
them by the weary Poles, who alfo ftrongly entrenched thar own camp againft 
the irruptions of the Tartars, fear fupplying them with ftrength.

articles, nor clog them with any difficultics, 
but that the peace and union now made and 
confirmed, fhall laft as long as our glorious 
empire ; provided the king of Poland, his 
palatines, generals, and other fubjects, do 
nothing contrary to the faid peace a 
union, and honout and value the right bf 
peace and friendfhip.

Dorofhenko, 
Hetman of Sart Camy[b Cazagy, (22) as | have obferved, had voluntanly mb- 
mitted, with all his people, to the Othman Port; but afterwards, when he 
deftrett to be a partner in the Po/fb expedition, meeting with a repulfe, he re- 
tolved to revenge this affront by a revolt.

eavoured to affert and íccure it. “ I imagined (fays he) that, op- 
* preffcd ad contemptuoufly trcarcd by the Poles, wc might find a fure refuge

The Turks call him Chmil, and have not 
yet forgot the ravages he committed on the 
coafts of the Euxine-Sez. He was flain in 
a battle wich the Poles, in which he difpu- 
ted the victory with them, to his laft 
breath. He had two fons; George, of 
whom we fhal! give an account in the fol- 
lowing note; and Timu/h who married Rox- 
ana, daughter of Bafilius Prince of Molda- 
via. This Bafilius having been driven out 
of his principality by Stephen firnamed Bur- 
duze, retired to his Father-in-law Kiemiel- 
"ifti, who lent him fourteen thoufand Cof- 
faks, under the command of Timufh, to re- 
cover Moldavia and Seczava. (in which 
place he had left his wife, fon, and treafures 
with a good garrifon.)

by Aime Soliman Pajba, he was held in 
great honour among the Turks all the time 


they were engaged in war. "Whenever Sol- 
tan Muflapba was in the camp, he took 
him along with him for his companion, 
and generally made ufe of his counfel. 
After the conclufion of the peace of Car- 
lowitz, in which it was ftipulated, that fuch 
perfons as were inclined to raife commo- 
tions, fhould be hearkened to by neither 
party, he was fent away by the fame Sultan 
to Nicomedia, where he was prefented with 
a country-houfe; and being very much af- 
fli€ted with the gour, he died foon after in 
that place. He ordered himfelf to be bu- 
riéd in the fuburbs of Pera, without the 
Greek’s Churchyard; where the Chri/tian 
ambaffadors and their domefticks are ufu- 
ally buried. Whilft I was at Conftantino- 
ple, I frequently ufed to converfe with him, 
and have often heard him fay: What can 
we do, my Brother? Ic has pleafed God 
to make us fubje to a maíter, who, by 
his actions, does very well anfwer his fhield, 
that is the crefcent. I have found their 
falfe prophet .miftaken in almoft every 
point, yet in this I believe he fpoke with a 
prophetic fpirit, when he gave Ris followers 
a crefcent for their arms; fot that very 
well denores their inconftftncy. |

I. They have a very great authority 
with the people, becaufe it is believed they 
do nothing but what has been approved 
beforehand by the Fetva. And therefore if 
you fee them join with the army in oppofing 
any thing, you may affure your felf it will 
never be done. 

(35) by the Vizir] They who are beft 
acquainted with the counfels of the Othman 
court at that time, affirm, that none but 
the Sultan and the Vifir Cara .Muflapba

Whenever the Sultan 
or Vizir command in perfon, this ftandard 
is carried into the camp, but never brought 
out in a battlé ; being carefully kept in 
the camp by Nakybul Ejbret, who, if he

took this ftandard, and would not part with 
it till quite out of danger.

For where is the improbability, 
that a rebel, bent upon freeing his country 
from a foreign yoke, fhould ufe any means 
which he thought tended to the growth of 
his fa&ion, and the ruin of the lawful 
Prince; and give his affociates counfels 
fuitable to his defigns. But the authority 
of many confiderable men, whom I knew, 
and was intimately acquainted with in the 
Turkifb court, hinders me from being of 
that opinion. Befides Ainesi Soliman Pafba, 
who, when Vizir, publickly and evidently 
demonttrated Tekeli’s innocence ; the princi- 
pal are Haznader Ibrabim Papa, at firit 
treafurer to Cara Muflapba Pajfba, then 
Beg of one of the gallies, afterwards am- 
baffador extraordinary from the Othman 
court to the Emperor of Germany, and 
at laft governor of Belgrade, with three 
horfe-tails. He was prefent at all the con- 
fultations of thofe times, and if any fecret 
refolution was taken, it was difcovered to 
him by the Vizir, who had a great efteem 
for him, on account of his quick parts and 
readinefs in giving advice. "Whilft I lived 
at Conftantinople, Y ufed often to invite him 
to my houfe, and did fo gain his good- 
will by treating him with wine, of which

and declared, I could not fufficiently won-

(52) camp] The Turks take a moft par- 
ticular care to have their foldiers furnifhed 
with a fufficient quantity of provifions. For 
the Janizaries, before they enter the ene- 
mies territories, will have frefh bread every 
day, and will not vouchfafe, before that 
time, to touch any that has been twice 
baked, or baked the day before. And if 
they fhould mifs having it, or their daily 
allowance of meat, butter and rice, their 
leaders can hardly keep them from a muti- 
ny. They provide againft a fcarcity in the 
following manner: They chufe a man of 
| approved honefty, and cloathing him with 

a Caftan, appoint him Mubaeji, or fteward 
| of the victualling. Him they tell how 
| much provifions are wanted, for how many 

men, and fo many months; and then, fix 
onths before the provifions are to be laid 

p in the ftore-houfes, they iffue out of the 
treafury a fum of money to buy the victuals, 

in proportion to the price fixed by the Sul- 

^  tan’s order, according to the plenty or fcar- 
city of the year. After that, the Ca/ab 
api, or chief butcher, is fent for, and or- 
dered to provide fo many fheep and oxen 
againft the enfuing expedition, and the price 

of them is immediately paid out of the 
treafury. Thefe two, upon re of the 
money, fend Men into Moldavia, ‘alachia, 
Dobruja, Bujak, Crim Tartary, and the 
other provinces of Rumelia, to buy up 
cattle and provifions, which they lay up in 
for that purpofe ; 


„but if they are noc there by the time ap- 
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pointed, the perfons whof fs it was 
to fee it done, are t put to death. 
When the a is fegun, the Sultan 
difpatches orders for affembling horfes, 
oxen and camels out of the provinces, to 
carry the victuals. On the enemy's bors 
ders, where there can be no ftore-houfes, 
the Mubarji is commanded to bring pro- 
vifions into the camp, for fo many months 
as there fhall be occafion. Befides thefe 
provifions that are gathered by the Mubagji, 
the Emperor has alfo a yearly contribution, 
named Uszur, and raifed out of the tenths 
of the whole Empire. The remoteft pro- 
vinces pay it in money, but the neareft 
fend wheat and barley into the camp : for 
the Turks will not receive or eat any other 
fort of corn. Thefe provifions here men- 
tioned are for the Janizaries. But the Ba- 
fhas and Spahi are obliged to find their own 
provifions, and the Sultan furnifhes them 
with nothing but a few carts. For this rea- 
fon, they either fend meri to buy wheat, or 
if they and the Mubaeji are friends, they 
defire him by letter to get them the quan- 
tity they want; and they pay him for it 
by their Capukiebaia, which each of them 
is obliged to have at Confantinople, at the 
price fixed by the Sultan.

they faw provifions were wanting, and the troops which were to convoy the wag 
gons (fo long and impatiently expe&ed) routed and deftroyed, begin publickly to 
claim, that they came to fight not againft famine, but the enemy ; and’not co to s 
expre(s their wants in words only, grow negligent in the difcharge oí thojr'dyty, and — 
allow the garrifon, now reduced to the utmoft extremity, time and ppportun,ty to re- 
fume their courage, and repair their breaches. The obftinacy of the Vizir; axd the 
difficulty of the fiege, had before funk the refolution of thé officers and the 
Bafhas; fo that they no longer regarded what was moft advgAtagious to ¢heir af- a 
fairs, but executed, like mercenaries, the orders thatewere given them 5^ 
would have been furprized by the Imperial army, if one of the enemy's c 
riers, being taken, had not opened their eyes, and fhown them to whag, danger 
they were expofed. But this indolence had now taken too deep root in the minds’) 
of the foldiers, for them to be rouzed by the profpe& of a battle, on which the ' 
fortune of the whole Othman Empire depended. On the contrary, fatigued with 
making trenches and ramparts, they were heard frequently to fay: * O infidel, if 
* thou wilt not come thy felf, at leaft fhow thy Cap; on the fight of which wé ' 
** fhall fly hence in an hour.” 

LXXI. One would have imagined, thefe expreflions were not unufual among the 
foldiers, exafperated againft their general, and have thought they would have dil- 
charged the rage, conceived in their camp and trenchesy“hpon the heads of thei 
enemies, if the event had not foon after fhown them to be their real fenti 
ments. For upon the approach of the Pod auxiliaries, though it was eafy for 
the Turks to prevent the junction of the two ármics, not afingle man would (lir to 
divert this imminent danger. Shortly after, when they were affured the ene- 
my's forces were marching againft them, the night before the battle almoft a 
fourth pat a hows army difperfed themfelves, ard the ret, whofe religion en- ' 
gaged thepl- «o regeain, fhowed fo little refolution and ardor, that they did not 
feem willing Wén to try the fortune of a battle. 

LXXII. The®Bafhas themfelves are ftruck with dread at the defertion of their | 
foldicrs; the Vizir alone, whom thefe things ought to have convinced of the vi- | 
ciflitude of human affairs, continues fearlefs, and imagines nothing infuperable | 
by his power. However, he affembles the other officers, and asks them, what 
couríe they thought fhould be taken. Jbrahim Pafba, Bcglerbeg of Buda, 
firft declares his opinion, and advifes the raifing of the fiege, the marching of 
the troops againft the enemy, the cutting down of the neighbouring woods, and 
making a rampart with the trees, and fortifying it with cannon, in order to re- 
ceive the firt and warmeft attack ; and that afterwards the horfe fhould fall upon 
the enemy in flank as they retire. This method, if rightly puríucd, would, it 
was to be hoped, gain an eafy and fpeedy victory. He added, the Ohman army 
being already weakened by the toils of a long fiege, could not be divided, nor part 
of it left in the works without great danger, much lefs fhould a paflage be open 
to the enemy as far as the very camp, the extent of which would render the 
defence of it more difficult to the Othman forces, and the attack more cafy to uc 
aflailants. . 

LXXIIL All the Pafhas, except a few, approve this advice, and entreat the 
Vizir not to abufe his authority, nor be the occafion of the greateft detriment to \ 
the Othman Empire. The Vizir alone obftinately oppofes the admonitions, and 
fays, * I know not what fatal calamity threatens the Othman affairs, that fo ma- 

** ny perfons of eminent prudence fhould almoft all be hurried into perverfe and un- 

* reafonable opinions. You advife the abandoning of Vienna, which we have 

** befieged for three months, and now reduced to füch extremities, that it can 

* fearce hold out fo many days. But if you voluntarily fuffer it to efcape 

* out of your hands, what do you elfe but willfully refign, without a battle, 

* the wifhed for vidory to a fmall body. of the enemy, which fcarce deferve

But if it fhould happen otherwife, and the Ger- 
mans, pufhed by their evil genius, be induced to fight, which of you will 
t ^ venture to promife, that the Janizaries, even after a vi&ory, will return to thc 
* % fiege, and again enter thofe trenches, where they have hitherto fuftained fo 
« many fatigues, and loft fo many companions? You are fufficiently acquainted 
* with their obftinacy by their feditious expreflions, which deferve indeed to 
N be punifhed, but that the prefent fituation of affairs renders it neceffary to op- 













pofe the rebels to thenemy, rather than the fword of the executioner. I do 
not deny, thefe turbulent men have greatly abated of their former ardor; 
* but they will grow ftill more indolent, if you remove them out of their

|o * The defire of revenge will ahimate the Janizaries to return tó«the iege ; but y 
| ** take care, left their fury, if the garrifon fhould make a vigoroqs 
| © not turned againft our heads. We are now in a fituation, t 
* live or die. But to overcome, after we have abandoned a cit befieged by us 
fo many months, has the appearance rather of a defeat than a vi&ory. The 
* Sultan daily expe&s from us an account of our fuccef’, and has already 
* made preparations for a triumph. If the event fhall prove contrary, it is 
` * eafy to imagine what danger hangs over your heads as well as mine. If you 
confider thefe things, and weigh them in the balance of pradence, you will pet- 
ceive, it is in vain to lead the army into the field, in vain to fight for victory, 
unlefs the greateft part of the Janizaries be left to defend the works, and carry 
on the fiege. It will terrify the enemies; if they find we are ready in our 
camp for battle, and at the fame time profecuting the fiege as vigoroufly as 
before ; it will conceal our weaknefs ; prevent the garrifon from attacking our 
rear; infpire our foldiers with courage; and in fhort, is the only method by 
which we can obtain not only an eafy, but a compleat victory.” 
LXXIV. When the Vizir had ended his fpeech, the Bafhas anfwer, * There is The Pafas 
* nothing to be feared from the garrifon, who being equally, if not more ex- yi" cninidbé 
P haufted by ficknefs and labours than the Othman foldiers; will be more folli- 
** citous about the defence of the fortifications fill left them, than the recovery 
* of what they have loft: befides, the trenches and other works are much ftronget 
** than the city, and if one or two regiments are left to defend them, it will be 
* more difficult for the gartifon of Vienna to feize them, than for the Janiza- 
* ries to take the city. The other Janizaries now employed in the trenches, 
* may be much more advantagcoufly oppofed to the enemy, whofe army is not 
* to be contemned, fince it contains not only the forces of almoft all Germany, 
“ but alfo a confiderable body of auxiliaries from Poland. Itis certain the Jani- 
* zaries fometimes obftinately refufe to obey the commands of their generals, 
* and even threaten their lives ; but it is no lefs certain, they are eafily foftened 
“ by, fome little prefents, and promiícs of incteafing their pay ; nor isit probable,
